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DETAILED ACTION 

The present application has been transferred from former Examiner Young to the present 
Examiner. The present action is a Supplemental Restriction requirement, in part, as concerns the 
election of species, which has been vacated. The previous Restriction Requirement is 
incorporated herein by reference, as concerns the groups. The election with traversal is 
acknowledged, and will be addressed in the First Action on the Merits. 

Supplemental Election/Restrictions 
Requirement for a Single Compound Election as the Invention 

The inventions are independently drawn to distinct compounds; comprising a myriad of 
substituted dipeptides (e.g. Lys-Gly). The dipeptides themselves are each independent and 
distinct compounds, absent evidence to the contrary that art upon any dipeptide (e.g. substituted 
Asn-Leu v. substituted Lys-Gly) renders obvious any other dipeptide. There is no substantial 
core structure in these small dipeptides that was found to run through the myriad of peptides, that 
would allow for a coextensive search of all compounds. Thus, a search would turn upon a 
distinct and separate search of each compound (dipeptide) to determine novelty, as opposed to a 
searching an overlapping core deemed to be novel or unobvious within the art (allowing all 
compounds to be coextensively searched based thereon). Therefore, irrespective of which Group 
is elected as the invention (should Applicant change his elected group), Applicant must elect a 
single, distinctly defined dipeptide (e.g. Gly-Lys), to which the elected invention (e.g. Group I) 
will be examined as drawn to. However, the Examiner is willing to search all such specifically 
identified (e.g. Table 1) substitutions of THE elected dipeptide (e.g. Gly-Lys). Due to the 
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myriad of distinct, independent peptides, a search of more than one peptide conjugate would 
constitute an undue search burden. This requirement is not to be taken as an election of 
species, but rather as an election of a single invention, since each compound is assumed to 
be a patentably distinct invention, in the absence of evidence to the contrary.
